What does 
Science know about a. spiritualized 
body? St. Paul informs us that our 
own bodies will be buried as material 
bodies, but will rise as spiritual bod- 
ies. Christ was present with His 
glorified body in the company of two 
disciples on the day after His Resur- 
rection, and while they did not recog- 
nize Him they so felt His presence 
that “their hearts burned within 
them.” So it was with the disciples 
to whom He appeared on the banks 
of Lake Genesareth. He gave them 
miraculous food, and while their eyes 
did not recognize Him, they were sure

SOME REFLECTIONS ON RELIGIOUS 
PREJUDICE. 


(Continued ) 
(Adapted from an article in the American Catholic Quarterly Review, 
January, 1876). 


To pander to this grosser kind of anti-Catholi 
lity, was, for a long time, and still is, quite a profitable busi- 
ness in this country. It gave notoriety and a livelihood to 
numberless impostors, from Father Chiniquy and Maria 
Monk to DeLong and Helen Jackson. And though the 
charges made by these wretched anti-popery celebrities have 
been refuted to the satisfaction even of candid Protestants, 
and though some of the traducers have themselves made 
humble and open confession of their falsehood, their libels 
may still be found for sale on the shelves of Protestant book- 
stores. 

Of a large class it can hardly be said that they “rejoice 
not in iniquity,” at least when we are supposed to be its 
authors. When chronicling our misdeeds, few of them can 
be likened to those 

“Who, sad as angels for the good man’s sin, 
Weep to record, and blush to give it in.’ 

Quite the contrary. Losing sight of the first principles 
of Christian charity where we are concerned, they are jubi- 
lant over the wickedness imputed to us; and, when we are 
proven to be less guilty than had been supposed,/hey give 
no uncertain signs of disappointment and Chagrin: the press 
and pulpit which echoed the calumny against us and exulted 
in it, are silent, and dream not of repairing the injury 
done us. 

But there is in this country a large class, larger per- 
haps than in any other, of fair-minded non-Catholics who 
would not, knowingly, do us a wrong even in thought. At 
times, too, and in particular localities, they have been able 
to give practical proof of their love of justice and fair play, 
even when we were concerned. Still we cannot always rely 
on the support of this class, when a grievance is 
moved, or a just claim is to be advanced. 
we do so in seasons of religious excitement. At such 
those who inspire and direct anti-Catholic opinion, 
very well how by well-timed misrepresentations, to 
many of them against us, to awe others into silence, 
defy the remainder. But we should bear in mind that there 
is another class who, when we have shown them in what and 
how they can harm us, are only too glad by the 
knowledge we give them. When we rupulous
